Sweden and Denmark are the appendages 
and vassels of Ihe Empire of Russia, and 
mu«t follow its en-igu withersoever it iniy 
lead them. Bernadotle holds his crown only 
at Ihe will of his powerful neighbour, and 
must render feudal service, and an ever ready 
obeyancc, to be tolerated from day to day.— 
Denmark must also serve m order to be 
allowed to retain what she still possesses 

The ub ect of the United Slates is to avail 
themselves .if a slate of peace to procure what 
ought to be conceeded to them, namely, the 
British claim to search their ships iit time of 
war. We say again, it is a claim against all 
right and reason on the part of our government, 
and we heartily wish to see it abandoned. It 
is an intolerable imposition upon the feelings 
of a people and government as free and high 
spirited as ourselves.

THE PRESIDENTIAL CANVASS. 

The subject of the next Presidency is be 
ginifing to excite deep interest throughout the 
Union. 

It is feared hy many that the election will 
be again thrown into Congress, and the people 
thus deprived of their choice. Others appre¬ 
hend that the conventions, which will be called 
to select suitable persons as candidates for the 
offices of President and Vice President, will 
disregard the voice of the people, and be con¬ 
trolled, in Iheir selection, by intrigue and 
management. No patriot will deny the ira 
pqrtance or the difficulty of the subject. The 
Richmond Enquirer, that distinguished print, 
has recommended an amendment to the Con 
stnution.by which the people would hive the 
invaluable, and we might say, unalienable 
right, to rote directly for the persons of their 
choice as President and Vice President, instead 
or having to make the election through the 
medium of electors, or of Congress, by which 
operation the country may be greatly convuls 
ed, and ila liberties, at some future day be 
jeinardized. 

This amendment, as proposed by the En¬ 
quirer, would preserve the relative power of 
the Slates, would avoid the evils arising from 
an election bv Congress, and supersede the 
necessity, in most cases, of a convention. 

But as ruin efforts have been made to amend 
the Constitution of the United States in this 
particular, the subject, for tho present, will 
be considered in relation to a National Con 
Tendon. We take it for granted that no very 
substantial objection can be made, in this cri¬ 
sis of our country, to this mode of selection or 
nomination of cuodidates for those high offices; 
but the fear is that the voice of the people may 
be disregarded by ihe convention. Every 
friend of liberty and free government, would 
deprecate and lament this evil. In favour of 
Andrew Jackson Ihe popular voico was so 
loud, and powerful and unanimous in Ihe de¬ 
mocratic, Jackson convention, that there was 
no danger of (his evil. It can scarcely be hoped 
that this will be the case with his successor. 

We know that this state would go for our 
fellow citizen, Col. Richard M. Johnson; New 
York for her distinguished citizen, Martin 
Van Burcn, and Virgiuia would probably di 
vide upon some three or four of her dislin 
guislied citizens, and thus divide and compter 
herself; But we are more or less in the dark 
as to the views and wishes of (he other statcs : 
or most of (hem, and yet they have equal 
claims to be heard, and it is desirable that they 
should he heard. 

There is but one mode left under our present 
constitution to remedy the evils of misrepre 
senting the voice of the people in a convention 
and that is for each state in the Union to ex 
press its choice of candidates. This may be 
done as the people of each state may prefer. 
Either by their legislatures or hy conventions 
chosen by the people expressly for that object. 

We emphatically ask if any candidate can 
object to this course? Is it not fair and hon¬ 
orable?—Should the result prove one candidate 
to be stronger than any other for the Presiden 
cy, the task of the convention would be easy 
ho also with respect to the Vice Presidency. 
If. on the contrary, the lesult should prove that 
no one man stands far before his fellows, then 
all will ace, that it will be the duty of the con¬ 
vention, to settle this doubtful question, and. 
when thus settled, ell true men will acquiesce 


knowledge. It is impossible, indeed, to look 
aiound us without being compelled to adopt 
the conclusion, that* the moral elements of 
society are indeed disturbed and broken up in 
every kingdom of Europe, and that in (lie rapid 
progress of irreligion, and in the clamor against 
alt ecclesiastical institutions, we are about to 
lose that sure and safe base, lint sound and 
solid ground upon which, from the commence 
meat of Christianity .the whole social structure, 
the whole system of law, murals, and manner-, 
have been built, and have so tong ami lirnily 
rested, in every state and kingdom in Europe 
Every thing that wc now see in law, morals 
and domestic manners, in the admitted princi 
pies of action, and in the practice of d uly life, 
proceeds either directly, or hy the devious 
course ol insensible influence .from this fountain 
of Christianity, and we shall no sootier cut otV 
ourselves from this source, and betake our 
selves to another means of supply, than we 
shall not only incur the loss of all that ire non 
possess, but shall enter upon the fearful exper¬ 
iment of expecting* to uphold government 
without religion, or society, without morals 
nr, what is the same thing, of religion without 
establishments, and morals without a sanction 
If wc are sure of one thing more than another, 
it is, that the certain result of such a state ol 
opinions must he in its first stage anarchy, and 
in its catastrnphe, the conversion of all the 
Governments into so many military despotisms. 

Mo far, therefore, as (he professed object of 
Ihe allied sovereigns is their sincere purpose 
—so far as they renlly propose to check the 
frightful career of irreligion and immorality, 
so far do our wishes concur with their object. 
But when we louk at Hie constitutions which 
these kings and emperors have conferred upon 
their own people, and when wc sec how little 
they have conceded ol their own ancient 
despotic power, it is impossible not to suspect 
that their more immediate purpose is rather 
to uphold their own despotism It is impossible, 
we would say, to feel much sympathy with an 
eruperor who Uus treated the Roles like the 
Emperor Nicholas, and who, in the face of all 
Europe, vindicates his right to deal as lie 
pleases with a people whom lie calls his own 
liy inheritance. Perhaps, of all the flagiiious 
acts of modern times, nothing ever exceeded 
the conquest nnd partition of Roland by the 
Empress Catherine, the Emperor Joseph, and 
Ihe King of Prussia; and as Justice, however 
slowly she proceeds, still keeps onward in her 
pursuit, by night as hy day, moving hy a 
principle as sure as time, and as certain as 
death, the period perhaps is now approaching, 
when the successors of those conquerors shall 
liavo to pay the reckoning of their atrocious 
pillage. The very name, therefore, of these 
princes issuflicient to extinguish all inclination 
to sympathy; and perhaps a century or’more 
must pass, before the very name of a Holy 
Alliance, and one too composed of such 
parties, will be tolerated in Europe It is a 
subject of more interest to throw a cursory 1 
glance over the states of these sovereigns, and 
inquire what aro the circumstances in each 
which excites the manifest apprehensions of 
these emperors and kings. 

The first state is Austria and Germany.— 
Austria has two causes of alarm at present in 
operation—the unsettled minds ofthc Germans 
generally, and the obvious views of Russia 
upon Turkey. The State of the press; the 
general call fora representative constitution, 
the general cry against the clergy and all 
ecclesiastical institutions, are among Ihe causes 
which at presont agitate Germany, and we 
understand that the agitation exists in a de¬ 
gree ol which we have a very inadequate no¬ 
tion in Englsnd. It pervades the universities 
and public schools in particular, and it is said 
that all the youth universally are infected.— 
There is every where a ory against the invet¬ 
erate abuses of the existing inatitututibna in 
church und stale, and every where an open 
and undistinguished scorn of those ancient 
principles, anil hitherto national feelings and 
prejudices, upon which all Ihe German gov¬ 
ernments are founded. In such a state of 
things, and in such a condition of genernl sen¬ 
timents and opinions, it is no reasonable 
subject of surpnse that the Emperor of Aus¬ 
tria should feel much alarm, and should deem 
it prudent to resort to timely precautions.— 
His very throne is concerned in repressing the 
progress of such principles and maxims 
The same circumstances apply to the ease 
ofPrussia, and to bis Prussian Majesty’s cause 
of alarm. Butin Prussia there is this mate¬ 
rial difference—though Prussia is a milita¬ 
ry monarchy, and a state always in camp, the 
military system has been so adapted to the 
taste of the people, and such care has been 
taken tp commit as little violence as possible 
upon domestic habits and natural feelings, and 
this not only in the actual condition of the

As we found ourselves unpleasantly situated 
in relation to the uintter, we resolved 4li.il wc 
should take unwearied pains lu adduce ample 
pruof of the correctness of the story. In pur 
suanre of this intent, wc have availed ourselves 
of the kindne-s of G R Burlinghame, Esq. of 
Westerly, R. I., who has politely furnished us 
with the fads embraced in the following let 
ter. 

Westerly, Oct. I9th, 1833. 
Dear Sir—Since my return home, I liavcen 
quired of Col George Brown, Jt and J. 11. 
Cross, Esq respecting the Guv. Wilcox trunk. 
They went down and opened the trunk—and 
say. that it came to ibis place in the sloop New 
York, Capt Robert Uroivu, Jr. and was taken 
from on board hy E W. Babcock, who is 
grandson to G -v. Wilcox, and by him sent in 
the. mail carriage to the Governor, who, with 
Ins wile, put the trunk on the table—They 
then took the letter, which was fastened on the 
lop of the trunk, directed to Got’. Edward I I’d 
cox, Charlestown, R. 1. (with care and this side 
up.) and opened it. Tim letter was iu sub 
stance as follows— _ 

Dear Grawlfnlher—I have sent yon aprcsciiF 
—mien llie trunk and keep if till I come, fj - c. 

The Governor unlocked the trunk, and his 
wife proceeded lo throw back Ihe cover, when 
they found it would not readily open, and after 
one or two pulls upon the cover, it opened 
enough for them to look in, when they saw the 
instruments of Death! 

The Governor, then, or soon after, came to 
the village, and informed his grandson, E. NY 
Babcock, that tiis brother Benjamin Babcock, 
in New York, had sent him the trunk, as de¬ 
scribed. E. YV. Bsbcock went home with 
him, and readily discovered the letter to tie 
a forgery. The whole aflair remained a secret 
till within a lew days, when it was thought best 
to make a new attempt to open the trunk 
Col. Brown, says, he took the trunk and car¬ 
ried it into the gArden, and opened it so us to 
look in; took a pair of scissors, and cut (lie 
strings, attached to the triggers of the pistol-, 
and opened it;—says one of the strings was 
shorter Ilian the other, and was a weaker one, 
and in the first attempt lo open it, they broke 
two of the strands, consequently it stielclied 
enough for them tu look in, hefuie it hail began 
to move the. stronger one; which if it had not, 
it must have destroyed house, and sll in it. a» 
(lie powder had been weighed and found to be 
twenty lire pounds. The pistols were both 
loaded with halls. 

These are the facts that have come to ac¬ 
knowledge; I need not tell you that 1 have 
written in haste.

CAPITAL TRIALS. 

Baltimore City Court has been engaged 
since Monday morning in the trial of Aunell.i 
Chase, a negro woman,chnrged with the crime 
of wilfully killing Mrs. Elizabelh A Durkec, 
wife of Dr. Robert A. Durkee, of (his city, by 
administering lo her poison in the form of Ar¬ 
senic. The woman was employed as a cook 
in the Doctor’s family, and (he poison was giv¬ 
en in a bowl of soup whicli the cuok hud pre- 

F ared for her niistress.on the 20th of May last, 
mmcdiitely alter taking a portion of the soup, 
Mrs. D. became sick, and declared that she 
had been poisoned. She lingered four or live 
days and then expired. Tho woman was sub¬ 
sequently arrested, and at the present term was 
brought to trial on the charge, as above sta¬ 
ted. After a patient examination of the testi¬ 
mony, the Jury, was addressed at length, and 
with much ability and eloquence, by YVm. H. 
Norris, Esq. on the part of the State; J. Ma¬ 
son, Campbell and Alex. Cheves, Esqrs. on 
behalf of tho prisoner; and finally, by R. W. 
Gill, Esq. Deputy Attorney General. The 
case was given to the Jury about half past 8 
o'clock lust night, and at half past nine they 
returned into Court with a verdict of guilty qf 
murder in thejirst degree. 

In the same Court last week. Nelson Wal¬ 
lace, a man slave belonging to Mr. John Kir¬ 
by, of this city, was tried for the crime of rape, 
committed some months ago, under most out¬ 
rageous circumstances, on the body of a white 
orphan girl of the age of about thirteen years. 
He was pronounced guilty by tho Jury with¬ 
out leaving the box.

REMIN1SCENSES OF THE WEST. 

From the Lnuitviilt Herald. 

Mr. Tannchill .—1 have been favoured with 
the enclosed number of reminisccnses respect¬ 
ing western affairs. If it will gratify your 
readers, I shall be happy to have been the 
means of furnishing it, and I fondly hope of 
inviting other contributions to the curiosity of 
the public from its venerable author. 

Through the liberal courtesy of Governor 
Breathitt, and at his special request, examina¬ 
tions have been requested of the government 
of Virginia, into its own archives, in order to 
elucidate the perilous mission of major Rogers, 
detailed below; and to remove the obscurity 
which hangs over many other interesting pas¬ 
sages of Kentucky history. 

It is known from other testimony, as men¬ 
tioned in the ''Louisville Directory,” that 
Cols. Gibson and Lynn returned from New 
Orleans in the spring of ’77, with 156 kegs of 
gunpowder for the supply of our troops at 
Pittsburgh. The amunition they brought 
round the falls, and conveyed salely up the 
river. Col. John Campbell, mentioned below, 
is the same gentleman who owned the thou¬ 
sand acres adjoinig the lower part of this city, 
and indeed claimed the proceeds of the upper 
thousand, now embracing the site of the city, 
as the mortgage of Dr. Conolly.

Expeditious of Major David Rogers, from 
Pittsburgh to JVtw Orleans, in 1778. 
When 1 commenced the numbers of Specta¬ 
tor, I had no intention of making mention of 
myself as connected with any particular or in¬ 
dividual transaction. But as I have often 
times seen witnesses brought into a court of 
justice, whom it was impossible for the attor¬ 
neys examining them, and even the admoni¬ 
tions and reproof of the judge to induce to 
relate facts within his knowledge, without 
dragging into his relation much irrelevant mat¬ 
ter, and only relating to himself; so it appears 

as much as possible to speak of matters not 
generally known, I shall now attempt to give 
some account of an expedition or voyage un 
dertaken and performed by Capt. Wm Lynn 
and others to New Orleans as early as the year 
of 1778. This Captain Lynn, with a select 
company of men, was despatched, ns I have 
reason to believe, by the State of Virginia to 
New Orleans. For what particular purpose 
I did not then know, nor have I had full infor¬ 
mation since. 1 knew Captain Lynn and 
many of his men both boforc and after their 
return. When Lynn left Pittsburgh, there 
was not a white settlemont from that place to 
New Orleans, except a small station at Whee¬ 
ling, and a few inhabitants at Natchez and 
its vicinity; but these latter were then in alli¬ 
ance with Great Britain,us part of the province 
of West Florida. 

When Capt. Lynn arrived at New Orleans, 
having sailed a course of about two thousand 
miles,through a wilderness and hostile country, 
lined on both banks of the river with numerous 
hosts of savages, be found some difficulty in 
effecting the purpose of his expedition, and to 
obviate which he determined to send to the 
State of Virginia to give information and ob 
tain assistance or instruction, or both. For 
this purpose he selected two of his men, Tho¬ 
mas Wilson, (who has been already named in 

» former number,) and Ebenrzer Com_ 

■These two men, to accomplish their journey, 
crossed the Mississippi to the western side, 
made their way through the Opelousas, Red 
River and Washita country, crossing in their 
course the whole of what composes the Terri 
lory of Arkansas and State of Missouri, and 
arrived at St. Louis or St. Genevieve, on the 
Upper Mississippi. They from that crossed 
the river into Illinois,and came on to Kentucky, 
where they for the first time saw an American 
citizen after they left their companions at New 
Orleans. Kentucky itself had but few inhab¬ 
itants, and these residing at different stations, 
scattered from the Falls to Kentucky river.— 
From Kentucky thay continued their course 
by land up the river to Pittsburgh. Theso 
men, although at first they were furnished with 
horses, (whether to ride or only to carry their 
baggage, 1 do not know,) were soon deprived 
of them, having been stolen by the Indians, 
and travelled this immense distance on land 
and on foot. Often in their course for miles, 
even days together, through cane brakes; and 
growing on the ground thicker and much tall 
er and stronger than hemp in the lields— 
passing in their course through some twenty 
nations of Indians,maoy of them hostile. It is 
true that the settlements of hostile Indians were 
avoided, otherwise they could not have suc¬ 
ceeded; yet from 6 to 700 miles of their route 
(from St. Genevieve on the Upper Mississippi to 
Pittsburgh,) they were momentarily exposed 
to meet with parties of these savage enemies; 
and although the Indians on the route from 
New Orleans to the Upper Mississippi were 
not open enemies, (having scarcely ever heard 
of such government as that of the United 
States),-yet every one who ia acquainted with 
the character of those sods of the forest, knows 
how precarious travelling among them must 
be, where the traveller* have no sufficient 
force to protect themselves. In connexion 
with the existing relation of Captain Lynn, 
Major David Rogers, also, of the Stale of 
Virginia, was despatched with another, and

When Rogers arrived et the mouth of the 
(now cabled Arkansas) river, he sail¬ 
ed up that river some IS or 18 leagues, to the 
n j «.° r ,lle b * ck w !‘ ,er or overflow* ground, 
and there he deposited bit boats or a greater 
pertsf them ana also stationed his men, ex¬ 


cepting six or aevtn which he took with him 
and descended immediately to New Orleans. 
When he arrived at New Orleans he met a 
British sloop of war and her crew in that port, 
—the British and Spanish Governments being 
then on terms of perfect friendship. The com 
tuander of the ship of war having learned or 
suspected what the business ol Capi. Rogers 
was, watched him very closely, and greatly 
interrupted his business—for although tho 
Spanish authorities showed the greatest friend 
ship to Captain Rogers, and appeared willing 
to forward the object of his mission, yet un 
willing to violate their neutrality, being bound, 
as well by the law of nations, and fearing no 
doubt of having to answer for their conduct to 
their own government, made them extremely 
cautious on (he occasion. The situation and 
standing of Major Rogers in (his dilemma, wus 
very critical—himself in a foreign city among 
strangers. The representative of a govern¬ 
ment not yet acknowledged by any other 
power; carefully watched by the crew of a 
ship of war belonging to an enemy. His men 
in a wilderness far from any civilized country 
—being a distance from the city by water, of 
more than five hundred miles—there surround¬ 
ed by hosts of savages. In this predicament 
Major Rogers found himself under the neces¬ 
sity of sending despatches to this country.— 
For this service he selected Robert Uenham, 
then an active young man, and one of the six 
he had taken with him to the city, when he 
deposited the rest of his men on the Arkansas. 
Mr. Ben bam became afterwards well known 
in the Indian wars in the western country, and 
was tbo father of Joseph S. Bcnliam, Esq. 
now of Louisville. Of Captain Benhara I. 
will probably speak more fully hereafter. He 
is still well recollected by thousands in the 
states of Kentucky and Ohio. 

Mr. Denham and companions took (heir 
route also on the western side of the Mississip¬ 
pi—traversed the same countries that Wilson 
and Corn had done the year before, and arriv¬ 
ed at &>t. Genevieve on the Bank of the Upper 
Mississippi. But a great change had now ta¬ 
ken place, and instead of having to travel six 
hundred miles further as his predecessors had 
done, had only four miles to Kaskaskias, where 
he found a company of American troops in 
possession of the garrison, town, and surround- 
ing country, with Col. Geo. Regers Clark at 
the head of them. Captain Benliam, therefore 
halted there for some time. Whether he 
heard of Col. Clark’s success before his arri¬ 
val at Genevieve, I cannot tell; but it is proba¬ 
ble he had beard of it before lie left the city; 
as the trade and intercourse down the river 
was even at that day brisk—for although a 
boat ascending from New Orleans to Illinois, 
then wa* on her voyage the space of three 
months, yet the down river voyage was per¬ 
formed frequently in the course of as many 
weeks.

previously arrived, having got to the upper 
country by the same course that Major Rogers 
afterwards did. After a short delay at the 
falls, Major Rogers set out again tor Pitts¬ 
burg, with two large keel boats under bis com¬ 
mand, with about seventy men in company. 
Several of his company on this occasion had 
not been with him on the former part of his 
voyage. On passing up the river a little a- 
bove where the city of Cincinnati now stands, 
Major Roger* and company discovered a nuin 
her of Indians on rafts or canoes, and perhaps 
both, coming out of the mouth of the Little 
Miami river, which was then high from the 
rains that had recently fallen, and which shot 
its waters, and consequently the Indians on 
their rafts, nearly across the Ohio river. On 
seeing the Indians, Major Rogers ordered his 
men to land and arm themselves and to at¬ 
tack the Indians, thinking (hat he would be 
able to take them by surprise. 

But in this he was greatly mistaken. For' 
on landing al the lower end of the sand bar, 
(which is now visible in low water from the 
city,) and on marching up through the wil- 
low* .with which the har was (hen covered, 
before they arrived at the place where they 
expected to meet the Indians, they found 
themselves surrounded by near five limes their I 
number of the enemy, who immediately des¬ 
patched most of the boat's crew. The remain 
der endeavored to retreat to the boats; hut the 
Indians pursued them, shooting, tomahawking, 
and stabbing them. One of the boats <vas un 
der the immediate command of Major Rogers 
himself, the other was commanded by Capt. 
Denham, whom be had again taken on board 
at St. Genevieve. This latter boat Benham, 
when landing his men, had taken the precau- 
tion, notwithstanding the confusion that must 
necessarily have taken place on the occasion, 
to make the rowers slack their oars on their 
approaching the shore, to prevent her keel 
from diving into the mud'and sand ami every 
one knows that if such a measure is not alien 
ded to, the getting off a large boat often enus- 
et the loss of much time and trouble. Those 
who made for the boat that Capt. Benham had 
commanded got off with little trouble, and six 
or seven men got aboard of her, pushed out 
into the river, and arrived shortly after at the 
Falls of Ohio—whilo those who attempted to 
get into the other boat tailed to accomplish 
their purpose. The boat with all its contents 
therefore fell into the hands of the enemy.— 
Major Rogers himself and nearly the whole 
of his men, amounting to about 7p were kill¬ 
ed, six or seven made their escapa in the boat 
as already stated; two or three were taken 
prisoners, who afterwards returned, two were 
wounded and left on the ground, being undis- 
covered by those eagle eyed savages. Among 
the prisoners who were taken was one John 
Campbell, (commonly called Big John Camp 
bell.J of Fort Pitt, an Irishman by birth, a 
man of considerable genius and extensive in 
formation,—who had located himself at the 
last mentioned place as an Indian trader .some 
years before the commencement of the war. 
He was not connected with tbe expedition of 
Rogers or Lynn, but had been in Kentucky, 
where he finally settled, on a mercantile or 
land speculation or both, and had embraced 
the opportunity of Rogers’ ascending the riv¬ 
er, to return to his residence at Pittsburgh.— 
He was carried to Detroit and there closely 
confined, I think in irons, for a long time, but 
was afterward* released and returned home 
before the war was over.

Had the country been 
covered with wood, it would have been al¬ 
most impossible to prevent his escape, as his 
mode of travelling Irom one tree to another is 
described to be as rapid as the progress of n 
swift horse. Even amidst the few trees that 
were on the spot, his movements were so quick 
that it was very dilticult to obtain a settled 
aim, and it was only by cutting down ono 
tree after another, that his pursuer*, by con¬ 
fining him within a very limited range, wero 
enabled to destroy him by srveral successive 
shots, some of which penetrated his body snd 
wounded hit viscera. Having received fivo 
balls, bis exertions relaxed, and, reclining ex¬ 
hausted ou one of the branches of a tree, 
he vomited a considerably quantity of blood. 
Tbe ammunition of the huuters being by this 
expended, they were obligrd to fell the trees 
in order to obtain him; and did this in lull 
confidence that his power was so far gone 
(bat they could secure bim without trouble; hut 
were astonished, as the tree was tailing, to sen 
him effect his retreat to another with appa¬ 
rently undimiuished vigor In fact they were 
obliged to cut down all (he trees before (hey 
could drive bim to combat hit enimies on lb* 
ground, against whom he still exhibited sur¬ 
prising strength and agility, although he was 
at length overpowered by numbers, and de¬ 
stroyed by tbe thrusts ol spears, and the blows 
of sionet and other missiles —When nearly in 
a dying state, he seized s spear made of sup¬ 
ple wood, which would have withstood tho 
strength of the strongest man and ahivired it 
in pioeces.

of wealth As if there could be any bondago 
so vile as the life lease of a reluctant soul! any 
bargain and corruption so mean and so de¬ 
grading as tbe sale of tbe affections! 

Alter all, to look upon what are called pru¬ 
dential matches, merely as a matter ol policy, 
do we find ih.'tn usually successful? I do nut 
tsy /nippy—do they answer tbe end for which 
they were so laboriously schemed?—Not in 
one instance out of ten!—I know a rich man , 
in whom tbe love of gold lias swallowed up all 
the kindlier foelings. He argued, and pursua- 
ded, and coaxed his favorite daughter to mar¬ 
ry a million of dollars against her will, Tho- 
victim resisted,—and yielded at last to tho 
powerful argument that love mutches were al¬ 
ways unhappy, and the love wliich comes af¬ 
ter marriage is by far the most enduring. For 
a little while all was pomp and splendor, la 
two short years, where was the millions gone? 
the sea had swallowed it,—tires bad consumed 
it,—and the whirlwind bad swept it away.— 
Even according to her father’s views she might 
as welt have married the man she liked best. 

So vain is it for mortals to contend with Pro¬ 
vidence. 

Another, in the middling class of life, had 
the samo views, on a more moderate scale — 
lie had a pretty, capable, intelligent daugh¬ 
ter, whose hand was sought by a coarse aud 
selfish man whom she regarded with utter 
aversion.

Thu steamboat New I’liiladelplii.r, Rail 
1 lload l.iue, did not uriivn at t!ie wlmrl at 
j Chcsmit .-licet la-t evening until about tweu 
1 tv minutes past ft\ o clbek. Sim was detain- 
| cd by a very M-riuus arcnlent that occurred 
on (tie rail toad seventeen mites the other side 
of Hordentown. As •the ears were passing 
along tbe road at Hie rale, it is supposed, ol 
twenty miles an hour, one of tlm. axle trees ol 
a centre rur gave wav, the car immediately 
in the rear was pailially thrown nil tbe road, 
and tbe others rushing against it crushed it 
literally to piecos, injuring severely a gre.il 
nuinhtr of the p.i—ougcis.

A respcetahlo correspondent, who saw it, de 
scribes it in the following ni-imici:

-By the laws of per¬ 
spective, their starting distance from llio earth 
must Ii vvojieen equal to their distance when 
they disappeared, ns their last apparent dis 
Inure from the zenith line was to (heir first 
apparent distance from that line. Many of 
them increased their apparent distance from 
the zenith line probably in a tenfold degree. 

ipposing then their last distance from the 
earth was five miles, their first distance must 
have been five limes ten, nr fitly miles. These 
measures are, of course, only relative. 

Oi-.eurre.nces of this kind, since the days of 
Sodom, have linen extremely rare, though n 
very lew of them are on record.

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: 

It is the duty of the Cuurl to give a number 
of our acts of assembly in charge to you; and 
custom has induced an expectation that the 
Court should, at least once a year, deliver 
formal charge. It has fallen to my lot goner 
ally to open the Court of this county; and 
consequently the task of addressing the Jury 
has often devolved upon me. It has however 
always been to me a matter of sincere pica 
sure to find many gentlemen on the Jury of so 
much intelligence and experience as to render 
u very labored exposition of their duty unne 
cessary, sod if I shall now discuss some of the 
subjects heretofore discanted upon, it will be 
because I am convinced (hat there are almost 
always a portion of inexperienced gentlemen 
on the Jury. I have before had occasion to 
say, and uow repeat it, that there is no branch 
of our juiisprudeuce more important than that 
which has fallen to your lot lo discharge on 
the present occasion. Probably there are few 
States if anyone in these UmledSlates.be 
aides our own, where the presentment of the 
Gra ud Jury forms Ihe only mode by which our 
Courts can take cognizance ul the perpetra¬ 
tion of crime. This being the case, il becomes 
i operatively your duty to be active and srigi 
latil in the discharge of the powers assigned 
to you; indeed the solemn appeal which you 
have just made to llcavcn, not only enjoins 
upon you great deligence in the prosecution 
of your inquiries, tint points out in most cum 
prehensire terms the manner in which you 
should perform the high trust committed to 
you. It first obliges you diligently to enquire 
and (rue presentment make ol all such mailers 
as shall he given you in charge, or shall oth¬ 
erwise come to your knowledge. Now gen- 
tlemen.the whole criminal code of your State, 
ao far as your county is concerned, is on your 
charge,aud you are nut auttiorized to overlook 
any violation of your criminal laws; hut are 
diligently to inquire into the charges of any in 
fractious of their provisions. Grand Juries 
have been sometimes too negligent in these 
matters, and have given themselves little trou¬ 
ble lo search for evidence iu cases of fi.igranl 
violations of some of our acts ol Assembly.— 
They have taken it upon themselves to deter¬ 
mine that the law was inexpedient or abso¬ 
lutely wrong in itself, aud therefore to be dis 
regarded, if die re be .such a latitude given 
them in tbeir oath, I have not sagacity cuougl 
to discover it. Your oath, at (he same time 
it urges you lo he industrious in looking alter 
the violators ofyour laws, cautious you against 
presenting any one for hatred, malice or ill 
will, or from leaving any one unpresunted for 
love, fear, favor or affection, or for any hope 
or pioiuise of reward. Friends and enemies 
stsud alike before you iu your ollicial in 
vestigations. I need not, I am sure, mul 
tiply words to inculcate upon you the ob 
servance of this branch ol your oath. You 
are too enlightened in regard to the obligations 
you owe to your God and to your Country, to 
render this irccssarv. In Ihe first charge 1 
had the honor to deliver lo the Jury or this 
county, l called atteuliun lo that clause of the 
oalh, which enjoins secresy; but 1 have had 
reason to fear that subsequent Jurors did not 
hear me, or have wholly disregarded the ad 
vice then given. The object of that clause of 
the oath, in the first place, is to prevent the 
escape of offenders; and secondly, lo prevent 
parliss charged from knowing by whom their 
cases were brought before the Grand Jury — 
This duty is sometimes imposed upon (he 
beat friends of individuals charged with serious 
misdemeanors, and is calculated to engender 
the most deadly and deep rooted prejudices. 
Not only your oath, but common prudence 
should enjoin a perpetual silence in regard to 
the matters agitated before you, not only dur¬ 
ing your session but ever alterwards. At the 
fall courts it is made specially the duty of the 
Court to call your attention to the election 
laws, and there is probably no branch of your 
duty mote important anil at the same lime 
more unpleasant; but ours being a government 
ol the people and the best government on earth, 
it becomes our sacred duty to guard vigilantly 
(he tenure by which our invaluable rights are 
held. Unce destroy the purity of elections 
and let bribery and corruption stalk abroad 
vinpunithed, and your government will be a 
curse and your liberty hut a name. Let not, 

1 beseech you gentlemen, any feelings of re¬ 
spect for any one, or any other consideration 
whatever, prevent you you from ferreting out | 
every violation of your election laws, if unliap 
|»ilv you have any man in your county, who 
is so lost lo a sense of honor, or so regardless 
of the interests of bis country, as to otl'er or 
give a bribe, or a"einpt to vote, when he is 
not entitled to do so. I trust, however, that 
you have no man io your county thus debased, 
and therefore you will be spared the painful 
and delicate tusk of investigating the subject, 
if, however, there should be such, your oath is 
imperative upon you to drag him from bis con 
realmeut, and to expose him to the heavy 
penalties of the law, and to the contempt of all 
good citizens. The offer to bribe or the giv¬ 
ing a bribe may be indirect as well as direct. 
Sometimes it is artfully concealed behind a bet 
and sometimes by other indirect means. There 
is one species bribery, which though not pun 
itbuble by Isw, and hitherto not esteemed dis¬ 
honorable, is fust subsiding. 1 mean election¬ 
eering treuts. The spirit of lempeunce and 
of religion 1 hope will soon strangle this Her 
cules of iniquity, who has so lung been de¬ 
stroying the peace of society and of families. 
It is strange that such a monster should have 
l>e«n so long tolerated in a laud of Bibles. It 
must rejoice (he heart of every patriot that the 
qualifications of candidates lor office is ceas- 
iug to be measured by the pint and half pint, 
and that sober men will soon be preferred to 
the bloated inebriate. The next subject gen 
tlemeii, lo which 1 shall direct your attention, 
and which loudly calls for your notice is that 


f gaming. The acts of Assembly, a list of 
which yon will have, point out those species 
of gaming w hich aro properly cognizable be¬ 
fore you; and 1 feel assured that you will not 
pass lightly over them. Many uii-u*pccting 
men have been ruined by the arts of those pests 
of society, who although they are rl«d in the 
livery of gentlemen are nothing more than 
painted imposters and travelling rituals. It 
should be remembered that not only these 
men, hut the tavern keepers, who sutler their 
tables to he kept in their houses, are amenable 
to your laws. Whilst upon Ibis subject it m»y 
not be improper to state that at the recent 
session of Queen Ann's County Court,^ our 
Grand Jury represented formally to the Court 
llial some of our tavern keepers tolerated gaiu 
tiling with cards in tlieit bay rooms, and that 
the Court, (at that time’foil,) declared if il 
could be pro red that any tavern keeper was in 
the habit of pcriniitine cards, and of course 
any other kinds of gambling by persons assern 
filing for (h it purpose, his license would be 
suppressed. It has been the case in some 
places that young men have been often entic 
ed by expeltenced gamblers to the tavern un 
til they have acqniied so great a fondness for 
gambling as lo neglect their studies aud oilier 
avocations and acquire no) only a habit of idle¬ 
ness but also ofdissipation. The preservation 
of public morals requires that this matter 
should be investigated. The art of 1309 chap¬ 
ter 136, generally called the Penitentiary law 
demands your particular attention's it com 
prebends very many of the crimes ivhich your 
oath compels you to notice, and I would most 
earnestly advise you to read that act carefully 
over. If time had been allowed me from my 
other ollicial duties, l had intended to have 
entered into an explanation of the different 
offences pointed out in that statute. However 
your experience in courts of justice will supply 
1 am sure, this defect. The act of 1916 called 
the duelling law, l have several times remark 
ed upon at large in this court, and therefore I 
think it unnecessary, at this lime, to enter more 
particularly into that subject. This is one of the 
laws which it is made our duty to give you in 
charge and which il is your duty attentively to 
consider, Before I conclude my observations 
permit me to say to you gentlemen that our 
grand juries sometimes are too cautious in niak I 
ing presentments and sometimes too incautious. 
The presentment of a Grand Jury for a high I 
crime ormisdemeuiiorhaxaprrjudica)in(luence 
upon the character ofthe parlycharged,though 
he shall establish his innocence upon his trial. 
Presentments should not therefore be made 
without the evidence be strong enough to con 
vicl the parly before a Petit Jury, and Ihe 
Grand Jurors would do so if they were on the 
Petit Jury It is however to l>c distinctly un¬ 
derstood (hat you arc not to seek after or re 
ceive exculpatory evidence,or to try the credit 
of witnesses. If an offence is clearly sworn to 
by an accusing witness, a presentment must 
be made and leave the accused to make his 
defence before the Court and Jury .where am 
pie opportunity will be given'him to confront 
the Slate’s witnesses and to impeach their cred¬ 
it, and to produce witnesses of his own. If 
you should have difficulty at any time in de 
ciding any business before you, you have an 
experienced State’s Attorney, who I am sure 
will always render you all the assistance in his 
power, and the Court will take great pleasure 
in offering you at any time such information 
as it will be proper for them to communicate. 
The object which should always be had in 
in view by Courts and Jurors, should he a 
just, faithlul and impartial execution of the 
laws. The punishment of offenders is ncers 
sary for the protection of the rights and liber 
ties of the peaceable portion or the commilui 
ty. Offences,by wborasoevefcommiited,should 
be properly punished. Il ia too often the case 
however that the rich and popular escape, 
whilst the poor and unprotected are punished. 
You have a duty to perform and so have we, 
and I trus t at the end of our session, we may 
mutually have the satisfaction to know that 
we have conscientiously and fearlessly uis 
charged our respective duties to our God and 
to our country. 


The necessary result of this slate of things 
is, that we must not place too much reliance 
upon this ground of evidence' aud we must not 
forget that no country in ihe world is so much 
embarrassed in this respect as ourselves.— 
Our best ground of hope is not iu the compar¬ 
ative state of English and foreign finances, but 
in that general state of the public mind 
throughout Europe, which renders it a matter 
of prudence with the Allied Sovereigns not 
rashly to incur Hie peril of war, when their 
only subjects are divided amongst themselves, 
and where other Kings, as powerful, are ready 
to take part with the disaffected. 

We enlrr'ain no manner of doubt in our 
minds, notwithstanding all the accounts which 
have appeared in the papers of last week, that 
the civil war in Poilugal exists in a degree and 
chara >'er wliich is very little understood in 
(hi* country; in plain woids, that Don Miguel 
is not half conquered, but is still supported not 
only by Russia, Austria, and Prussia, but 
ivint is more incredible, by a very threat ma¬ 
jority of Ihe Portuguese people. We should 
say that seven out often of the Portuguese ua 
tiou are in favour of Don Miguel; and know 
ir.g this to bo the fact, and to be Ihe genera 
feeling in Portugal, il will excite uo surprise 
iu us if Don Miguel should recover Lisbon. 

But (be most material circumstance result¬ 
ing from this slate of tile contest in Portugal 
is in the avowed and declared resolution of the 
three Allied Sovereigns, that whilst they ob¬ 
serve a strict neutrality between the two bro¬ 
thers, they consider themselves lo possess the 
right of insisting upon the same neutrality 
from France and England; that the issue shall 
be determined by the Portuguese people on¬ 
ly, and that Don Pedro siiall nut be forced 
upon an unwilling nation. Now we hesitate 
not lo say, that Portugal, as a nation, is not 
well known to the three Allied Sovereigns.— 
What, therefore, is our inference? It is that 
one of the subjects in Ihe ensuing Conference 
of the 3 northern sovereigns will be the settle¬ 
ment of tho affairs of Portugal, and that we 
apprehend a very serious danger, and an im 
minent peril of war, from the tone and Ian 
gtiage which Russia,Austria, and Prussia, arc 
prepared lo hold upon this subject. Tbeir a- 
vowed principle is, that Dan Pedro shall not 
be forced upon an unwilling people; and they 
[ assert, and certainly with truth, licit (lie ma 
jority of the nalion are against liii cause — 
Their complaint will be, that the presence of 
our tleel in the Tagus is an effectual cherish 
ing and countenancing his cause, and a de¬ 
parture from the neutrality which wc exact 
from other powers 

The presence of the French in Italy, and 
their extraordinary possession of Ancona, is 
another very sore topic with these allied Sov 
ereigns; Austria in particular, regards this act 
with the most jealous indignation, and will 
spare no efforts to make it the common causo 
of herself and her allies. Iu the event of a

Bell's (London) Messenger of the 29th Sep¬ 
tember, in an article on the “critical situation 
of the foreign relations of Great Britain, and 
the danger of war," furnishes the following 
speculations: 

“We have repeatedly bad occasion to men¬ 
tion that though the circumstances of the 
finances throughout all Europe, and the ex¬ 
hausted condition of the people, render it the 
manifest interest of all the nations lo avoid 
war Ht every coat except that of the actual 
peril of (heir thrones, mil there is such a geu 
eral agitation of the public mind, and such 
powerful principles have been called into ope 
ration, that ever? sovereign in Europe lives 
in a slate of jealous anxiety, and they feel it 
to be a matter of common interest to avail 
themselves of all favorable circumstancs to re 
press the insurrectionary spirit of tbeir subjects. 
We have only, indeed, to cast the most (ran 
sient glance around ua, and we ihall see e 
nough to ho convinced of both these truths; 
the exhausted stale of every European nation 
as regards its finance*,- and the revolutionary 
ferment in the minds of the people. 

In England, though we are now nearly in 
the twentieth year of peace, our general com¬ 
merce, our agriculture, our internal trade, and 
the industry of our labouring classes, are atill 
suffering under the effects or the war, and its 
inevitable consequences. Our commerce and 
manufacture* have lost the suppoit which the 
extraordinary nature of the war afforded to 
them, and it is easier to invest immense capi¬ 
tal* in costly and durable machinery, than lo 
withdraw them; the machinery and frame 
work of this vast commerce and manufacture 
still remain, and though they cannot work to 
their own former and proper profit, they con¬ 
tinue to work so as to destroy, one by one, all 
inferior capitalists. They make nothing, or 
nearly nothing, themselves, and destroy all 
those of leas meant. Our agriculture is near 
ly ruined by tho heavy and increasing burden 
of poor rates,—the diminished resources of 
peace having to maintain the immense family 
which the vast expenditure of the war called 
into birth and nourished into maturity. In 
the same manner uur internal trade has sunk 
with our agriculture, and with the diminished 
income of all the classes, whilst wages have 
been reduced by competition and by the pov¬ 
erty of the farmer. 

1 he same causes must have produced near 
u the same effects in all Ihe other kingdoms 
ol Europe. As regards, therefore, its financial 
•tale, every nation in Europe hat a strong in 
terest to maintain the geueral peace But, 
unhappily for us. there is this difference: our 
debt it comparatively the largest by fourfold 
of any debt in Europe, and no nation has lost 
so much of her former commerce. In this 
latter respect, most of (be other nations of 
Europe'have, in fact, recovered what we have 
lost. We shall do well lo bear this in our 
minds when we rely upon the common finan 
cial difficulties of other nation* for the steady 
maintenance of the general peace. The (ruth 
is, that though they are all in a slate of some 
difficulty, it bears no proportion with the 
pressure of tuxes, dead weight, and national 
debt of England.

THE OYSTER WAR. 

We lesrn from the Centreville Times of 
the 16th iost, that the Slierdfof Queen Ann's 
county, acting on information given, took his 
posse of 57 men, and after getting possession 
of the Steamboat Wolcott, proceeded down 
Chester River on the 15th, in pursuit of the 
Philadelphia Oystermen, who weie there 
dredging for oysters contrary to an express 
law of this State. About 11 o'clock, they cauie 
upon 6 sail ofthe line anil captured them, and 
brought the vessels and some 25 men to Cea 
trevillc. All tho vessels had unlawful imple¬ 
ments on hoard, and among them two or three 
thousand bushels uf oyster*. After an exami¬ 
nation brfure a magistrate the men were all 
committed to jail, for a farther hearing. ’The 
law directa that they shall be lined and their 
vessel* forfeited and sold, and a portion ofthe 
moury goes to tho captors.

dred dollar*—a gold watch, jewelry, silver 
spoons, See.—which were gathered fromditfer 
ent parts of the house. 

Being fully convinced (hat the houss was 
invaded by robbers, she directed her footsteps 
to the stairway, intending to ascend am) give 
information to her mother; hut, on reaching 
the foot of the steps, she heurd the sound of 
voices, which appeared to come from op stairs 
—fearing to ascend, under tlic*e circumstan 
ces, she returned to the room iu which she 
made the d.scovery, seized the trunk and re¬ 
paired to (he frontdoor, which was left ajar 
by (he robbers, for the purpose of calling (he 
watchman, but unfortunately, he was not to 
bo found. Recourse was then liaJ to the 
neighbors, who came to her assistance, but, 
when they entered the house together, they 
found that (he robbers had decamped, after 
setting fire to all (he combustible articles iu 
the kitchen, the stair way leading from it, and 
laying trains uf paper, which they set on lire, 
upon the general stair case, with the intention 
ot destroying the house, having been disap 
pointed iu their prospect of gain by the judi - 
cious conduct and self-possession of Miss 
Schley. The silver spoons, which were in 
the trunk, were carefully wrapt up in cotton 
by the robbers, who seem to have acted with 
great deliberation.— Balt.

R acked them in a small trunk belonging to 
list Schley—that, findiog the trunk immlfi- 
cient to hold (he articles, one of the men went 
to bring his master’s market basket—that it 
was proposed to murder Mrs, Sehlcy and 
daughter previous to the robbery, hut that it 

was finally resolved to destroy them by fire 
as soon os they had secured their plunder — 
that, on missing the trunk (taken by Miss 
Scldey, as stated yesterday) they dispersed, 
when'the c.ook and the witness closed and fas¬ 
tened the front door, and retired to bed. Pre¬ 
vious to the retreat of the negroes, they had 
set fito to the house in two or three places.
